LABOR SECRETARY 
|MAY VISIT FLORIDA 


TALLAHASSEE, Feb. 7—(FNS) 
Secretary of Labor Franées 
erkins has recommended to Gov- 
|ernor Dave Sholtz, the establish- 
ment of a state labor department 
with the view that such a body 
could work in conjunction with 
Federal bureaus in solving many 
vexing problems. 


A report of the recommendations 
was presented to Governor Sholtz 
this week by Wendell C. Heaton of 
the Florida Federation of Labor, 
who represented the Governor at 
a conference on state labor legisla. 
tion held in Nashville recently.
